Mines, New Ranches, etc, 


The utmost activity prevails along 
the railroad from Auurn to Rocklin, 
both in mining and agricuitural mattets. 
The sale of the Julian mine fora large 
a stimulus to quaitz 


sum has given 
prospecting, which it has lacked for 
years. Many old ledges are being 
dug into and several new ones are re- 
ceiving attention. The Cresus, about 
a mile from Auburn, has developed 
well. It is full of low grade ore worth 


$6 and $8 aton. Mr. Foulks of New 
York, the principal owner, is on the 
ground and will begin to build a mill 
pext week. The Rock Creek mine, 
two and a half miles from Auburn, 
the property of Capt. Birmingham of 
the Pacific mail, has been sold toa 
New York company. It has a vein 
six feet wide which works from four 
to sixteen dollarsaton. The Decker, 
about half way between Auburn and 
Newcastle, is down eighty feet on a 
good ledge. The Chicago, near Pen- 
ryn, hasa shaft 100 feet deep. The 
company that now owns the Julian 
has put in much new and fine machin- 
ery which will start up next Monday. 
Several placer mines in the neighbor- 
hood of Pino are looking up. The 
old Yankee Hill claim,the top stratum 
of which was washed off thirty years 
ago, 1s to be the end of a line of pipes 
from the Bear river ditch. The small 
owners will be bought off and the 
ground hydrauliced off. The Keno, 


owned by Ketchum & Taylor of Rock- 
lin, is a drift mine. A party of San 
Francisco men aré working the mine 
owned by Frame and others on Brad- 
ley’s ranch, for a share of the pro- 
ceeds. The iron mine at Clipper Gup 
is to be worked on a grand scale. A 
survey has been made for a railroad to 
the station. 

A great many ranches are being 
cleared. New houses dot the hill- 
sides everywhere. Some are very 
handsome, but most of them are mere 
cabins vf rough and unpainted lum- 
ber. The Bear River Ditch Company 
is setting out 50,000 orange trees, five 
years old, on their land near Rocklin. 
They give free water to any of the 
ranchers who plant orange trees.

Law—A Taste of Equity. 


The “agreed cases,” concerning thie 
legality of certain fees charged the 
‘county by the Sheriff, Clerk and Jus 
| tice of the Peace, were argued and 
| submitted in the District Court last 
,;evening. These fees have been a bone 
of contention in the county for years. 
With a view to a fair and satisfactory 
settlement, it was agreed between the 
several county officers concerned and 
the county commissioners to submit 
the whole matter to arbitration, either 
to the Supreme Court or to one of the 
District Courts. By mutual consent 
of the parties it was decided to sub- 
mit the case to Judge King for de- 
cision. Accordingly the cause of 
Washoe county vs. Walker, et al., 
came before the Court last evening. 
The proceedings were in open court, 


payers. 

OPENING THE BALL. 
The county was represented by 
District Attorney Bowman. In open- 
ing his argument, he said that the 
fees complained of had been charged 
by officials in this county from time 
immemorial; that it was entirely a 
question of law and not of morality ; 
that the character of the officials was 
in no sense impeached, and their in- 
tegrity was unquestioned. Mr. Bow- 
man then proceeded to take up. the 
various fees in detail, giving his 
reasons for regarding them as illegal. 
His argument took up considerable 
time and he cited numerous decisions 
in support of his position. The District 
Attorney displayed a commendable 
spirit of moderation in his statements, 
and while not severe upon the offi- 
cials, appeared to do his full duty by 
the county. 
PRELIMINARY SKIRMISHING. 


Major Mann and W. M. Boardman, 
appeared for the county officers. The 
defence was conducted by the Major, 
who was in high feather, full of law 
and bristling with argument. Before 


the regular engagement commenced, 
the Mujor explaiged the leading feat- 
ures of the case to the court,and read 
the agreement between the officials 
and the County Commissioners. He 
also introduced in evidence for the 
County Clerk, certain bills charged 
against the county by the incumbent 
of that office in 1866, to show “con- 
“temporaneous authority.” Bowman 
objected to this and brought out a 
cumpliment from the Mayor, who said 
that the county had had “a good mary 
District Attorneys, some of whom 
were very able, as is the present 
holder of the office.” The Major car- 
ried his point and put in his bills. 
Among them was 


A BILL CHARGED BY BECK, 


the amount of which was $4. The 
charge was'made by H. H. Beck, while 
acting as County Clerk in 1867, and 
was for furnishing the Crescent with 
a copy of the minutes of a meeting of 
the board of County Commissioners. 
A little discussion ensued between the 
counsel,about this time,in reference to 
the examination of bills. . Bowman 
said that, in bis capacity as District 
Attorney, he didn’t critically examine 
dhe long bill out of fifty. He hadn’t 
time. He also stated that Bowker had 
misrepresented him in some of his 
statements made in red ink on the 
records of the Justice’s Court. 

GETTING DOWN TO LAW. 
Bowman at last fairly launched in- 
to his argument, by bringing up the 
case of the eit prize-fighters. These 
men had been arrested and tried to- 
gether in the Justice’s court, and the 
county was charred for eight differ- 
ent cases. There was another case of 
six vagrants who were arrested and 
tried together, but the change was for 
six trials. Bowman held that these 
cases should have been charged as one. 
(The Court remarked that two men, 
cannot be tried together unless there 
is complicity shown. If prisoners are 
tried together the Justice should not 
charge for separate cases.) 


SHEKIFF’S PEEsS. 


Bowman contended that the Sherift’s 
charge of $2 for taking a prisoner be- 
fore the Grand Jury is illegal. Charg- 
es for bringing prisoners from the 
place of arrest to the county seat are 
also illegal. The fees allowed by law 
are full compensation for all expenses 
incurred by the Sheriff. Bowman 
quoted from section 20 of the act: 
‘‘No other fees shall be charged than 
those mentioned herein.” The fee bill 
allows the Sheriff nothing for bring- 
ing prisoners into court, for which a 
charge is made. The charge of $5 by 
the Sheriff for attendance upon the 
board of county commissioners is also 
illegal. 

FEES OF THE COUNTY CLERK. 
The County Clerk had made ille- 
gal charges for services performed for 
the County Commissioners. The 
Clerk is entitled by statute to his $100 
a year for such services, and to noth- 
ing more whatever. There had been

Reference was also made to the case 
of the State vs. Waites, in this connec 

tion. (This closed the District Attor 

ney’s argument. Plaintiff rests.) 


The Defence. 

Major Mann arose at 8:45 to reply 
for the defence. His argument lasted 
an hour anda half, in the course of 
which he cited many legal authorities. 
He made an -able, clear and straight- 


forward exposition of the case for the 
county officers. He first took up the 
questien of charging a fee for taking a 
— before the Grand Jury. The 

ajor claimed that such a fee is pro- 
vided for in the fee bill of the Sheriff. 
He took the ground that a prisoner 
can only be brought into and removed 
from the court on an order from the 
my judge, and that the law al- 
ows $1 for serving every such order. 
No charge is made for trivial orders 
such as those in respect to fuel, etc., 
but every order in a case on trial is 
properly subject to charge. The Leg- 
islature has provided a fee of $2 for a 
similar service, viz., taking a prisoner 
before the court on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 


TRANSPORTATION OF PRISONERS. 


In regard to the charge for bringing 
prisoners to the county seat, the Ma- 
jor said that itis not made as a fee. 
It is simply a charge for expenses, and 
is not provided for in the fee bill any 


more than fuel is. It is something 
with which the fee bill has nothing to 
do. The statute does not require the 
Sheriff to furnish transportation for 
prisoners. (Reference madeto Ellis vs. 
Washoe and to two other cases where 
such expenses had been allowed by 
county Commissioners and sancticned 
by the Supreme Court.) In the speci- 
fied case of a charge for expenses in- 
curred by the Sheriff in bringing a 
prisoner from Pyramid to the county 
jail, it is admitted by the District At- 
torney that, bad the officer charged 
what he was entitled to for mileage, 
the mileagealone would haveamounted 
to 4 dellarstmore than the bill rendered. 
The District Attorney admits the right 
to charga for mileage both going and 
coming in such cases, yet no charge 
for double mileage has ever been 
made. 
CHARGES FOR ATTENDANCE. 

The charge of $5 perday the Ma- 
jor claimed to be allowed by the Act, 
in cases where it is necessary for two 
men to be in attendance on the cour. 
There are times when the Sheriff or 
his deputy is obliged to be absent from 
the room, in attendance on 4 jury, and 
when someone must take his place in 
court. The charge of $5 per day for 
attendance on the Board of County 
Commissioners was authorized by 
special agreement with the Board. 
The Commissioners’ business required 
the attendance of the Sheriff in the 
case cited. 


DEFENDING THE CLERK'S CHARGES. 

The charge of 25 cents for filing 
claims against the county is allowed 
by the second clause of the fee bill. 
Tne service is performed when the 
Board is not in session. In regard“*to 


the charge for swearing in jurors it was 
explained that the oaths administered 
to jurors on entering the box are mhere- 
ly preliminary and refer to qualifi- 
cation only. Thus it often happened 
that in cases where many jurors were 
drawn, asin the case cited, there 
would be many oaths administered, 
and the cost to the county would be 
therefore considerable. _ The Clerk 
charged only such fees as were clearly 
allowable by law. 


SOME KNOTTY POINTS OF LAW. 


The challenging of a juror involves 
both a motion and an order. A chal- 
lenge is a motion to the court; it is 
simply a motion under another name. 


In charging for the challenging of a 
juror, the clerk charges simply for a 
motion. As regards the $100 clause 
of the Act, claimed by Bowman to 
limit the compensation of the clerk’s 
services to the County Commissioners, 
the Major maintains that it refers only 
to services rendered as clerk of the 
Board. The charges in dispute are 
made for work done as County Clerk, 
not as clerk of the Board. The Major 
quoted from a statute defining the du- 
ties of the clerk of the Board, in sup- 
port of the point raised by the defense. 
The statute was of an earlier date 


| than the fee bill, and therefore took 


precedence of the latter, where there 
was any conflict of the law. The 
$100 is paid for attendance alone up- 
on the Board.

The above is merely an outline of 
the arguments presented. The points 
at issue were all submitted in writing 
to the court, with references to au- 
thorities, etc., and the speeches of 
counsel were therefore néither as full 
nor as explicit as they would other- 
wise have been.
